PRESIDENTIAL INAUGURATION. 

George Washington having brought the war 
of the Revolution to an honorable close, retired 
to private life. On the adoption of the federal 
constitution, he was twice unannnously elected 
to preside as chief magistrate; when, at the end 
, of eight years, he voluntanly resigned, and re- 
turned to his estate on Mount Vernon. Jolin 
Adam:, a memorable patriot of the revolution, 
was chosen by the suffrage of the people to suc- 
ceed him as president of the United States; and 
his inauguration took place in the hall of Con- 





streets, Philadelphia, 4th March, 1797. At an 
early hour the lobbies and galicry were we!l 
‘*wedged’’ with spectators. The floor of the 
house was occupied by the members, ladies, and
